A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: An in-person interview was conducted on June 29, 201 1 , with the 
people indicated as participants, above, and in addition with attorneys for the applicant, Courtenay Brinckerhoff and 
Rachel Pilloff. There was a follow-up telephonic interview between Cathy Worley and Rachel Pilloff on June 30, 201 1 . 
This summary covers both interviews. The Applicant suggested either deleting the reference to normal oxygen 
conditions or replacing it with non-hypoxic conditions. The Examiner indicated that either choice would be acceptable 
for overcoming the rejection under 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph. With regard to the portion of the rejections under 35 
USC 1 1 2, first paragraph, that were directed to inability to re-create the working example for lack of disclosure of the 
particular barley gene utilized for antisense, the Applicant indicated that there is only one gene for non-symbiotic 
hemoglobin in barley and that one gene was known in the art and publicly available at the time of filing. The Examiner 
invited the Applicant to bring in evidence to show this, and if such evidence is provided, then this portion of the 1 12 first 
rejections will be withdrawn. With regard to the portion of the rejections under 1 1 2 first that were directed to lack of 
predictability and description of the genus of cDNAs that would be effective for causing the recited phenotypes and the 
the genus of plants in which such phenotypes would occur, the Applicant pointed out that the non-symbiotic 
hemoglobin gene family is highly conserved in plants, and therefore, the working example should be predictive of the 
effect one would get in other plants utilizing other non-symbiotic hemoglobin cDNAs for antisense. The Examiner 
invited the Applicant to bring in evidence of the conservation of the gene family at the nucleotide level to support this 
argument.
